1 .  The  total  death-rate  during  the  March  quarter  of  any  year  is  usually  very  much  higher  than 
the  death-rates  for  the  other  three  quarters  in  view  of  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from 
influenza  and  acute  lung  affections,  but  the  rate  for  the  past  quarter  can  be  regarded  as  being  satis- 
factory, being  only  11.9  per  1,000  population,  compared  with  10.4  in  the  preceding  quarter  and  14.0 
in  the  corresponding  quarter  of  last  year. 


2.  The  lowest  total  death-rates  during  the  quarter  occurred  in  the  Stanhope  (4.8)  and  Billingham 
(6.4)  urban  districts  and  in  the  Hartlepool  (9.2)  and  Sunderland  (10.9)  rural  districts  ; while  the 
districts  with  the  highest  mortality  statistics  were  the  Tow  Law  (16.9)  and  Hebburn  (15.6)  urban 
districts  and  the  Stockton  (18.5)  and  Weardale  (16.7)  rural  districts. 


3.  The  total  death-rates  during  the  past  quarter  in  the  Durham  and  Tow  Law  urban  districts 
and  the  Hartlepool,  Stockton,  and  Weardale  rural  districts  exceeded  the  birth-rates  for  these  districts, 
while  in  the  Jarrow  and  Houghton-le-Spring  urban  districts  the  birth  and  death  rates  were  equal. 

4.  The  death-rate  from  the  principal  infective  diseases  were  equal  to  0.50  per  1,000  population 
and  is  the  same  as  that  for  the  previous  quarter,  but  compares  favourably  with  that  for  the  corres- 
ponding quarter  of  last  year  (0.69).  In  this  group  of  diseases,  diphtheria  was  responsible  for  55%  of  the 
deaths  registered. 

5.  An  increase  was  recorded  in  the  infant  mortality  rate  from  76  per  1,000  births  registered 
in  the  previous  quarter  to  85  during  the  past  quarter.  The  rate  for  the  past  quarter,  however,  com- 
pares favourably  with  the  rates  which  usually  prevail  in  the  March  quarters  in  view  of  the  higher 
mortality  which  occurs  amongst  children  under  one  year  of  age  from  acute  lung  affections.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  for  the  March  quarter  of  1934  was  104  per  1,000  births  registered. 

6.  The  birth-rate  during  the  quarter  was  16.8  per  1,000  popidation  compared  with  16.7  in  the 
previous  quarter. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

7.  The  prevalence  of  scarlet  fever  continued  during  the  past  quarter,  when  2,308  cases  were 
notified,  compared  with  2,471  in  the  preceding  quarter.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  table  appended 
to  this  report  that  cases  were  notified  from  every  sanitary  district  in  the  administrative  county.  Fif- 
teen deaths  (0.06)  were  registered  from  this  disease  during  the  quarter,  compared  with  9 (0.04)  in  the 
previous  quarter. 

8.  A further  increase  was  recorded  in  the  number  of  notifications  of  cases  of  diphtheria,  1,144 
cases  being  notified  during  the  past  quarter  compared  with  809  in  the  December  quarter  and  581  in 
the  September  quarter.  Cases  were  notified  from  practically  every  sanitary  district  in  the  adminis- 
trative county.  An  increase  was  also  recorded  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  this  disease,  64  (0.28) 
deaths  occuring  during  the  past  quarter  compared  with  60  (0.22)  in  the  preceding  quarter.  The 
case  mortahty  during  the  past  quarter  was  equal  to  5.6%,  compared  with  6.2%  in  the  previous  quarter. 

9.  Only  2 cases  of  enteric  fever  were  notified  during  the  past  quarter,  compared  with  4 in  the 
previous  quarter.  One  death  was  registered  during  the  quarter.  This  death  occurred  in  the  South 
Shields  County  Borough,  hut  the  usual  place  of  residence  of  the  deceased  was  in  the  Whickham  Urban 
District. 

10.  There  were  5 notifications  of  puerperal  fever  and  35  notifications  of  puerperal  pyrexia, 
compared  with  10  and  24  respectively  in  the  previous  quarter.  During  the  quarter,  16  cases  were 
admitted  to  hospitals  under  the  County  Scheme  and  the  services  of  consultants  were  utihsed  in  7 
cases. 

11.  The  number  of  notifications  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  received  during  the  quarter  was 
23,  compared  with  28  in  the  previous  quarter.  In-patient  hospital  treatment  under  the  County 
Scheme  was  provided  in  respect  of  5 cases. 

12.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  measles  was  10,  the  same  as  in  the  previous  quarter, 
while  the  deaths  from  whooping  cough  numbered  11,  compared  with  19  in  the  previous  quarter. 
Diarrhoea  and  enteritis  under  two  years  of  age  was  responsible  for  15  deaths,  compared  with  26  in  the 
previous  quarter.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS. 

TUBERCULOSIS  ORDER,  1925. 

17.  During  the  past  quarter  tuberculous  disease  was  reported  on  96  premises,  and  on  inspection 
disease  was  found  by  the  veterinary  inspectors  to  exist  on  86  of  these  premises.  The  total  number  of 
animals  examined  by  the  veterinary  inspectors  was  2,478,  and  of  these  37  were  reported  to  be  sufEering 
from  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  ; 1 suffering  from  tuberculous  emaciation,  and  54  as  having  chronic 
cough  and  showing  definite  chnical  signs  of  tuberculosis.  The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  on 
account  of  tuberculosis  was  92,  and  it  was  found  on  post-mortem  examination  that  40  had  tuberculosis 
of  the  udder,  1 tuberculous  emaciation,  and  51  proved  to  be  otherwise  affected  with  tuberculosis.  Of 
the  total  animals  inspected,  1,492  were  cows  in  milk  ; of  these  81  were  reported  as  diseased,  and  the 
presence  of  disease  was  confirmed  in  77  cases  by  post-mortem  examination.  During  the  three  months 
1 1 samples  of  mUk  were  examined  for  tubercle  bacfili,  5 of  which  were  found  to  be  positive. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 

18.  During  the  quarter  the  veterinary  officers  visited  1,558  farms  and  examined  15,881  animals 
in  the  course  of  their  routine  work  under  the  above  Order,  as  a result  of  which  54  animals  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and  were  accordingly  slaughtered.  Of  these  slaughtered  animals 
47  were  cows  in  milk.  On  post-mortem  examination  tuberculosis  of  the  udder  was  found  to  exist 
in  31  cases,  the  remainder  being  otherwise  affected  with  tuberculosis.  These  54  animals  are  included 
in  the  total  number  shown  as  paving  been  slaughtered  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order. 

TREATMENT  OF  TUBERCULOSIS.

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(6)  DISCHARGES  FROM  SANATORIA  AND  HOSPITALS.— The  number  of  persons 
discharged  from  sanatoria  and  hospitals  was  265.  Of  these,  101  were  reported  “ Quiescent  ” or 
“ Arrested,”  84  “ Improved,”  59  “ No  material  improvement,”  and  21  died  in  institutions.  Sixteen 
cases  left  before  treatment  was  completed.

— I recommend  the  appointment 
of  a locum  tenens  during  the  summer  hohdays  of  the  district  tuberculosis  medical  officers  from  Ist 
Jime  to  30th  September,  at  a salary  at  a rate  not  exceeding  £500  per  annum,  with  travelling  expenses 
in  addition  on  the  County  scale.

The  following  have  been  on 
sick  leave  between  the  dates  given  : — ^Miss  Cumming,  19th  to  31st  March  ; Miss  Perrow,  12th  to  31st 
March  ; Miss  Granger,  8th  to  31st  March.  The  following  have  been  on  sick  leave  since  the  dates 
given  : — ^Miss  Clacherty,  15th  March  ; Mrs.  Field,  5th  February. 

(2)  Mrs.  Jane  Phillips  has  been  continuously  employed  as  a temporary  health  visitor  since 
the  27th  December,  1934. 

(3)  Miss  K.  L.  Nightingale,  a member  of  the  staff  since  1913,  retired  on  the  31st  March 
owing  to  illhealth,  thus  creating  a vacancy. 
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(4)  Miss  P.  M.  Williams  makes  application  for  leave  of  absence  without  salary  for  approxi- 
mately 12  months  from  September,  1935,  if  she  is  successful  in  obtaining  a scholarship  in  the  course 
on  “ Mental  Health  ” at  the  London  School  of  Economics.  If  Miss  Williams  is  successful  there  wiU 
be  a vacancy  for  a temporary  health  visitor.

(3)  There  were  33  cases  of  discharging  eyes  in  the  practice  of  midwives  and  11  of  these  were 
subsequently  notified  as  ophthalmia  neonatorum,  3 of  whom  received  in-patient  hospital  treatment. 

(4)  Medical  aid  was  sought  by  midwives  in  41  cases  because  of  rise  of  temperature.  Three 
of  these  cases  were  subsequently  notified  as  puerperal  fever  and  15  as  puerperal  pyrexia,  of  which 
7 received  in-patient  hospital  treatment. 

(5)  The  inspectors  visited  59  cases  of  albuminuria. 

(6)  The  practice  of  midwifery  by  6 uncertified  midwives  was  reported  by  the  health  visitors. 
After  enquiries,  two  warning  letters  were  sent,  and  it  appeared  that  the  remainder  had  acted 
in  emergency. 

(7)  Four  additional  trained  mid  wives  have  given  notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  in 
the  county  area,  8 midwives  have  notified  changes  of  address  within  the  county,  and  3 have  removed 
out  of  the  county.  The  death  of  midwife  No.  51057  occurred  during  September.

Dr.  M.  Hopper  was  unable  to  attend  her  centres  on  account  of  illness  from  the  18th  to  the  26th 
March,  inclusive.  Some  of  her  centres  were  attended  by  Dr.  E.  S.  WiUiamson  and  myself  and  with 
the  approval  of  the  Coimty  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  M.  Crosthwaite  attended  her  centres  on  the  22nd, 
25th  and  26th  March. 

(2)  LOCUMS. 

I should  be  glad  to  have  permission  to  arrange,  with  the  approval  of  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
for  locums  to  attend  the  centres  during  the  summer  leave  of  the  staff. 

(3)  APPLICATION  FOR  NEW  CENTRE.  ELDON  AND  DISTRICT. 

An  apphcation  has  been  received  from  the  Coundon  Grange  Labour  Party  for  a welfare  centre 
to  be  opened  at  Eldon.  The  request  is  reasonable.  The  mothers  from  that  district  chiefly  attend 
Shildon  centre,  which  is  held  on  three  whole  days  per  fortnight.  Approximately  one-third  of  the 
patients  at  this  clinic  are  from  Eldon  and  district.  Suitable  premises  for  a welfare  centre  are  available 
at  St.  Mark’s  Church  HaU  at  an  inclusive  rental  of  15/-  for  one  whole  day  per  fortnight,  the  cost  of 
the  equipment  for  the  centre  would  be  approximately  £40  Os.  Od.  If  the  Committee  approves  of  a 
new  centre  in  this  area,  arrangements  will  be  made  for  the  Shildon  centre  to  be  held  one  whole  day 
weekly  and  Eldon  one  whole  day  fortnightly. 

(4)  CHANGE  OF  PROGRAMME. 

Blaydon. — Owing  to  the  large  number  of  expectant  mothers  attending  the  ante-natal  chnic 
it  has  been  found  necessary  to  hold  the  ante-natal  clinic  one  whole  day  fortnightly  instead  of  as 
previously  one  half  day  per  fortnight. 
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(5)  POST-NATAL  CLINICS. 

A post-natal  clinic  at  which  birth  control  instruction  will  be  given  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry 
of  Health  circulars  1208  and  1408  will  be  opened  at  the  Durham  welfare  centre.  The  first  session 
wiU  be  held  on  the  3rd  May. 

(6)  ARTIFICIAL  SUNLIGHT  CLINICS. 

The  voluntary  committees  at  Durham  and  Felling  are  prepared  to  equip  and  maintain  an  arti- 
ficial sunhght  chnic  at  their  centres  when  this  can  be  arranged. 

(7)  FEDERATION  OF  VOLUNTARY  WORKERS. 

A special  meeting  of  the  Federation  was  held  in  the  Shire  HaU,  Durham,  on  the  10th  January 
when  Mrs.  Elhs  presided.  A meeting  was  held  on  the  25th  February , presided  over  by  Mrs.  EUis, 
when  an  instructive  and  interesting  lecture  on  “ The  Sterilization  of  the  Unfit  ” was  given  by  Mrs. 
Clare  Tamplin.
